Where natural foods are considered the statement made by these experts 
fs never true. On the contrary, it has been conclusively proved in many in- 
stances, particularly where refined foods are consumed, mineral salts are 
carried out of the body in life's processes faster than they are taken in. 

This is notably the case in tuberculosi# and wasting diseases, in which 
the calcium content of the feces invariably exceeds the calcium content of the 
food consumed. It was the case among thousands of children who, under the 
age of ten years, died last year in the United States.

CATHOLICS AND THE Y. M. C. A. 

The end of the war has not ended our problems nor our work for 
young folk. On the contgary, we ought to plan more.and work harder 
row than even at the height of that struggle, happily ended, because now 
three million of our young men will be coming home and nearly the same 
rumber of young woren released from service in munitions and from war 
work of various kinds will have to allign themselves again with every-day 
¢ ctivities. To both of these classes of young people the old problems will 
come back with renewed acuteness and they will require more than ever 
from us Catholics the help which is now being offered them, well-meant, 
perhaps, but not adequate to their needs, by non-Catholic organizations. 
At the beginning of this series perhaps I had* better review again the 
first startling information which set us planning and working in the 
cause of Catholic young people. It was a survey made four years ago of 
the Catholic membership of the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. and the 
coveries made concerning the number of Catholics who were affiliated to 
these organizations caused no little sensation throughout our entire 
Catholic body. Briefly the results were these: After inquiring of Y. M. 
©. A. secretaries far and wide, getting estimates and making calcula- 
tions, we found that 150,000 Catholic young men were members of the 
’. M. C. A, out of a total of 625,000, and that among the 350,000 mem- 
bers of the Y. W. C. A. about 40,000 were Catholics. It has now been 
several years since these results were announced and wide discussion has 
followed, but in all the correspondence and comment no denial nor sus- 
nicion has ever come to us of the accuracy of these estimates. The Y. M. 
©. A. secretaries themselves have approved them and the only question 
aised about the figures has been that perhaps they were too small and 
ather under estimated the number of Catholics in the organization. 
What does this mean for Catholics? It means that one-fifth and more 
of the Y. M. C. A. is Catholic; that more than one-half of the associate 
members of this organization, the non-voting and non-office holding mem- 
vers are Catholic; that the largest single denomination in the Y. M. C. A. 

s the Catholic. This would be startling enough, but the discussion of 
his subject brought ou’ the fact that there is a vast need for Catholic 
association, not only for the Catholics in the Y. M. C. A., but for a far 
‘reater number out of it. The Catholic young men, and this is true, too, 
o a certain degree of Catholic young women, are coming to our cities in 
immense numbers, leaving their homes and getting into strange associa- 
tions. They have no opportunity to get in touch with Catholic activities, 
und a great many of them are in more or less desperate needs*of help to 
‘stablish themselves amd to keep up their Catholic practice. How great 
he magnitude of the need is one can only find out by careful study and a 
urvey of existing conditions. What is said seems sufficient to show that 
we must take up practical work for our Catholic youhg people or he 
‘elinquent in our simple duty in meeting one of the greatest needs of the 
Church. We shall continue this subject in a future article. Those who 
vish to obtain the detailed calculation as to the Catholic membership 
nd the survey of the whole situation, may secure them in three reprints 
published by “The Queen’s Work,” and containing thfee articles each.
